and Blue eleven in years. 
The lash­ 
ing spelled a 21 to 0 humiliating trim ­ 
ming 
dished 
out 
to* the powerful 
Muhlenberg tribe of Allentown. 
it was Saturday afternoon. 
The 
weather was a fair sample of mid­ 
western football atmosphere. 
Low* 
overhanging 
clouds 
threatened 
to 
dampen the spirits of the football 
enthusiasts from 
many 
miles who 
came to the Battlefield town to see 
the 22 men in action. 
But the East­ 
erners of a million fames rose to new 
heights, braved the 40-mih* an hour 
gale that blew all morning and most 
of the afternoon and saw one of the 
best games of football ever played on 
a Gettysburg gridiron. 
Burrell! Stopped 
Not only were there glory' and smiles 
in the Gettysburg victory; not only 
did the fans delight in watching a per­ 
fect eleven-man machine of Orange 
and Blue garbed warriors move with 
preciseness and exactness, but they 
saw the mighty Borrel!i tumbled from 
his pedestal of All-American imagina­ 
tion and bow to submission under the 
iron fist of a well-groomed team. 
Muhlenberg’s highest, feigned and 
sealed hid for the phantom All-Ameri­ 
can team met his Waterloo on Memo­ 
rial Field. Borrelli, perhaps the most 
sensational footfall player 
to 
ever 
come out of the East, waited anxiously 
on the sidelines for two minutes to 
make his triumphant entry, 
at 
the 
psychological moment, into the con­ 
test. He was injected into the line-up 
as soon as Muhlenberg 
received the 
ball. 
Ho sprinted across the chalkeil- 
marked plot like a deer, reported to 
the referee that ho was relieving a 
Muhlenberg back, darted out from the 
small group of padded, head-geared 
battlers, kicked his knees to his chin 
and swung his arms to “warm-up” 
for another glorified period of sensa­ 
tionalism.

Harrisburg.—Drought through the 
greater part of the state has delayed 
fall seeding and ruined fall pastures | 
reports reaching the state department 
of agriculture indicated. While there
